the smaller pueblo of Michongnave. It 
is esteemed a much more important 
function than the dance In Wolpi in 
the odd-numbered years. It Is easier 
to view, as well, being presented on a 
gently-sloping hiliside, while the Wolpt 
dance is on a narrow shelf on the brink 
of a precipice that flanks a high picteau, 
where spectators must either mingle 
with the snakes or climb to the roofs 
of the mud-bullt houses that flank the 
inner edge of the ceremonial ground.

RAILWAY PLANS. 


Clifton is preparing to broaden its nar- 


New Mexico, for its entire lengt 
seventy-five miles, between Clifton and 
Lordsburgh. It is expected also that 
the new line will be extended to Dem- 
ing. N. M., where direct connection can 
be made with the Santa Fé system and 
the advantage of railway competition. 
secured. Work has already commenced 
on strengthening the bridges along the 
line. The traffic of the Arizona and 
New Mexico road is mainly derived 
from the great mines at Clifton and 
Morenci, where the copper reduction 
works are among the largest in the 
Union. Naturally, the transfer of coke 
and bullion between cars of different 
gauges at Lordsburgh is attended with 
considerable expense and much bother. 
The Detroit Company, a corporation 
controlled by the great Scotch copper 
factors, Phelps, Dodge & Co., is com- 
pleting a narrow-gauge road that will 
goon connect Morenci with Guthrie and 
the line of the Arizona and New Mexico 
lway. The new road, twenty miles 

In length, is called the crookedest road 
on earth. It nds in engineering 
protiems. In an air line the distance 


feet nae. and twelve will average 62 
feet. @ grades are no less phe- 
nomenal, necessitating the purchase of 
specially-equipped locomotives, with 
drivers less than two feet In diameter. 
The engines are of sixty tons weight 
and are enormously powerful, though 
slow. Heretofore egress for the bul- 
lion product of the Detroit company’s 
smelters has been by way of a twenty- 
inch, “baby-gauge” railway@ The cars 
are whisked by miniature 
through several long tunnels, to the 
edge of the precipitous Chase Creek 
Vailey. Then the cars are lowered 
down a half-mile incline by wire cable, 
later to be again .picked up by a toy 
locomotive and hauled to the dumping 
bins of the Arizona company above 
Clifton.

RFESH DISCUSSIONS OF PROBLEM

Prof. Grove K. Gfl- 
bert, the  retirt president of the 
American Agesociation for the Advance- 
ment of Science, treated one phase of 
the matter in an address on “Rhythms 
and Geologic Time,” and Prof. Joly of 
the University of Dublin has been con- 
ducting some original investigations, a 
report of which has just been pub- 
lished.. The Washington expert ven- 
tured no opinion of his own on the age 
of the earth, and offered no comment 
on the estimates of others. He merely 
considered the methods employed thus 
far In reaching conclusions, and sug- 
gested that possibly a closer study cf 
certain rhythms that have been ob- 
served by geologists might be service- 
able. New ways of attacking the prob- 
em may prove more advantageous 
than the old ones, although Prof, Gili- 
bert recommends adhering to the lat-

HAPPY KANSAS. FARMERS 


Buying Luxuries and Have 
Money to Loan.. 


Capital Seoking Investment to Go 
Into Manufacturing Enterprises. 


[SPECTAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THR 
SALINA (Kan.,) Aug.’ 6.—The Kan- 
Sas farmer has begun to change his 
golden wheat into golden dollars. The 
movement of the greatest wheat crop 
ever raised in the great Southwest is 
under way. Threshing machines can 
be heard humming on every hand, and 
the roads leading into the towns are 
traversed daily by great loads of golden 
stein. Elevators in turn are kept busy 
receiving the wheat and pouring it into 
the cars, to be whirled away to the 
great wheat markets of the world. 

But the wheat movement ts not yet 
well under way, compared to what it 
will be later. Many farmers are hold- 
ing their grain for higher prices. They 
are out of debt, have money in the 
bank, and are not compelled to sell 
their wheat at once, as they have been 
in former years. Others cannot secure 
thrashing machines immediately, as the 
heavy rains have interfered with the 
plans of the thrashers. 

But the beginning of the movement 
is sufficient to put a large amount of 
cireviation, anl already 

ere nereased prosperity every 
hand. Kansas farmers are om more 
going Into the luxuries of life. Bome of 
them have not known for years what 
it is to be ont of debt, but this year 
the farmer in debt will be the rare ex- 
ception. And he will not only be out 


_, of debt, but he will have money in the 
bank as well. 
Within the past few weeks the deal- 


ets In this city .who sell vehicles have 
put in stocks of rubber-tired phaetons

Rubber-tired traps are not the only 
things in the line of luxuries that the 
farmers are purchasing. Piano agents 
are beginning to canvass the rural com- 
munities, while #ewing machine agents 
are very common, ° reason for these 
things is very apparent when it is 
known that the two thousand farmers 
of this (Saline) county alone will get 
$2,000,000 for their wheat crop, 
less of what they may realize from 
other sources.

the marketing of the wheat. Within 
the past three weeks the Watson-Dur- 
eand-Kasper Grocery Company, @ com- 
bination of local and Chicago capital, 
has been chartered to do a wholesale 
grocery business in central and western 
Kansas, and is now erecting a large 
business block here. Every few days 
the agents of manufacturing and 
wholesale institutions are in Salina and 
other towns In the wheat belt investi- 
gating sites for ons. 
FEW BORROWING MONEY. 

A few years ago eastern capital 
sought investment in Kansis in the 
way of loans. It cannot find investment 
in that way now. Very few farmers 
are borrowing money, and the few bor- 
row what they need from their neigh- 
bors more advantageously than they 
can secure it through the agents of 
loan companies. A few days ago a 
loan agent was negotiating a loan of 
$1200 at 8 per cent. interest. ust os he 
though he had the loan consummated, 
@ young farmer came along and offcrea 
the borrower $1500 on the same prop- 
erty for 7 per cent. intreest. 

The result is that capital, both local 
and that which is coming from the 
Fast for investment, is seeking other 
lines. Manufacturing industries are 
being established to get a portion «f 
the farmer's wealth. Along the lines 
of railway running out of Salina and i+ 
the territory tributary to this «ity 
ther are 30,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
worth at the presnt market price nearly 
$20,000,000, and much of it will be held 
for a higher figure. 

Another hopeful sign for Kansas is 
that the land is pasiing © more into 
the hands of residents, and those who 
till it, instead of being held by enst- 
ern capitalists. When the boom broke 
in Kansas a few years ago, half of 
the land had been mortgaegd for specu~ 
lation purposes. The hard times came 
on, and half of the Saggy te 
mortgaged to help the owner pu 
through. Times became still harder, 
and hundreds of farmers found it im- 
possible to redeem their farms. Fore- 
closures became almost daily occur- 


rences, and millions of acres were sold 


under the hammer. Loan companies 
found themselves possessed of large 
tracts of farming lands, and the former 
owners became merely tenants and 
renters. The loan companies did not 
want the land, t they wanted their 
money, and as fast as they have found 
a market for the land they have sold 
it. Im the past two years a_ great 
deal of the land has passed back into 
the possession of the men who till it, 
and this year the bulk ef the remainder 
will do so. Many renters wil) make 
enou off their wheat crop this year, 
supplemented by their alfalfa and corn 


and cattle and hogs, to pay for their 


farms entire. 

One of the remarkble yields of wheat 
in Saline county is reported from 
Pleasant Valey township, ten miles 
northwest of Salina. om fourteen 
acres ; . Boggs harvested 601 
bushels, or nearly forty-three bushels 
per acre. And it weighed out sixty- 
two-pound wheat. This wheat is 
worth at the present tow price in the 
local market, over $25 per acre, and 
yet the land in _ that locality has been 
valued at from $15 to $20 per acre here-

A FEW “FIGGERS.” 


The great number of cars that are 
necessary for the transportation of 
this grain can be shown by a few fig- 
ures. The wheat crop of Saline county 
amounts to 3,000,000 bushels. Eight 
hundred bushels is counted as a car- 
load, It would therefore require 3780 
cars, or a train twenty-seven miles 
long to transport the wheat of this 
. To be sure, all of this 
wheat will not be shipped at one 
time, but it can be readily seen that 
when the price goes up and every 
farmer wants to rush his wheat in to 
market that the railroads will have a 
difficult task to suuply cars enough to 
handle the grain. 

It woud! require, in round numbers, 
100,000 cars to haul the wheat raised in 
Kansas this year, if it were all shipped 
at one time. This would make a train 
738 miles long; one that would reach 
half way from Kansas to New York.

ant, the city, so far as appears, has 
never been in possession of any part 
of the present works. No one can be 
properly said to “return” 1 thing nev-r 
in his possession. The contract -tseif 
required the absolute demolition of 
what little there was of th» old works, 
and the construction of an entirely new 
plant by the complainant and its psr- 
decessors. 

In Speed vs. Ratlroad Company, 86 
Fed. Rep. 237. it was said: “It may be 
regarded as the recognized rule that In 
the exposition of grants and contracts 
the construction should be upon the 
view of the attitude of the persons 
making it, and upon a comparison of 
of the entire instrument: 
s0 t. while endeavoring to gtve 
every substantive part operative ef- 
fect, also to give it a practical, rather 
than a theoretical application. And 
when the intention is apparent, without 
repugnoance to the settled fules of Jaw, 
it will control the technical terms: for 
the intention @nd not the words is the 
sense of any agreement, atid thi« will 
prevail regardiess of inapt ex 
or careless recitations.” See also 
Southwest Missour!l Light Co. vs. City 
of Joplin, 101 Fed. Rep. 23. It is not at 
all difficult, in my judgment. to as-er- 
tain from the terms of the instrument 
itself the rights and obiligations of the 
respective parties, not only durire the 
30-year period, but upon the expira- 
tion of that period; and when read in 


ties thereunder, as disclosed by the 
pleadings, both during and since the 
expiration of the 30 ‘years, it seems 
to me that no room for doubt remains. 
OBLIGATIONS ASSUMED. 

Taking the contract by its four cor- 
ners, as all contracts should be taken, 
and reading the entire instrument, we 
see that the obligntions thereby as- 
sumed by the predecessors of the com- 
plainant company Were: To pay to the 
city an annual sum of $1590 gold coin 
on the ‘first day of each January dur- 
ing the continuance of the contract 
(afterwards reduced by agreement of 
the respective parties to $400 per on- 
num;) the surrender by the complain: 
ant’s predecessors of all claims then 
held by them against the city for re- 
pairs of the then waterworks and for 
domages. amounting to the sum of 
about $8000; the making of certain im- 
provements at their own expense in, 
about and upon the then waterworks. 
thus speci : The laying down in the 
streets of the city of 12 miles of iron 
pipe of sufficient capacity to supply the 
inhabitants of the city with water 
for domestic purposes; the erection of 
one hydrant, to be used as a protec- 
tion against fire, at one corner of each 
cross street of the city where the water 
pipes then were or might thereafter 
be laid by virtue of the contract: the 
erection within one year from the ap- 
proval of the contract of an ornamen- 


cost of extending such pipes through 
the streets unsupplied with water, and 
that within one year from the date of 
the contract they were to place the 
hydronts to be used as a protection 
against, fire at one corner of the cross 
streets Where pipes were then laid and 
erect others at the street corners, ac- 
cording to the terms of the contract, as 
fast as the pipes were extended 
through the streets of the city, and 
were to keep all of the waterworks in 
repair at their own expense during the 
said period of thirty years. 

THE CITY'S GRANT. 

The city, in consideration of the per- 
formance of these obligations on the 
part of the parties of the second part 
to the contract, granted to them, thetr 
heirs, executors and assigns, the ex- | 
clusive use, control, possession and 
management of the then Los Angeles 
city waterworks, together with all and 
singular the pipes, fumes, wheels and 
other personal property composing and 
appertaining thereto, with all the 
rights, eosements, privileges and cove- 
nants described and contained in the 
fainsevaine’ lease, for the period of 
thirty years from the approval of the 
contract, with the right to sell and 
distribute water for domestic urposes 
and to receive the rents on profits 
thereof for their own use and benefit, 
except as afterward provided, and with 
the right to lay pipes in any and all 
of the streets cf city and to dig 
and to make all : sary excavations 
for that purpose, and the right of way 
through and over land or streets be- 
longing to the city, with the addl- 
tioral right to take water from the 
Los Angeles River at a point above or 
near the then dom, “Provided always 
that the said parties of the second part 
(Grifin, Beaudry and Lazori,) their 
heirs, executors, administrators or as- 
signs, shall ot no time take from said 
river for the use of said waterworks 
more than ten inches of woter with- 
out the previous consent of the Mayor 
and Common Council of said city.” 
The city also covenanted not to make 
any other lease, sale, contract, grant’ 
or franchise to any person or persons, 
corporation or company fdr the gale 
or delivery of water to the tnhabitants 
of the city for domestic purposes dur- 
ing the continuance of the contract al- 
ways without prejudice to any rights 
already 

Upon the foregoing rights and obliga- 
tions were imposed by t contract 
these limitations: A provision declaring 
that the domestic uses therein speci- 
fied and provided for were not to in- 
clude the furnishing of water for irri- 
gation, and that the parties of the sec- 
ond part should not have the right to 
dispose of any of the water of the river 
for that pu ; @ reservation upon 
the part of the city of the right to reg- 
ulate the rates to be charged by the 
parties of the second part, their heirs, 
executers and assigns, “Provided thot 
they shall not so reduce such water 
rates or so fix the price thereof to be 
less than those now charged by the 
parties of the second part for water.” 
The contract contained the further cov- 
enant and agreement on the part of the 
city to pay to the parties of the second 
part, their heirs, executors, administro- 
tors or assigns, at the expiration of the 
period of thirty years from the execu- 
tion of the Instrument the value of the 
improvements made in, about and upon 
the waterwerks in pursuance of the 
contract, thé amount thereof to be as: 
certained, in the event the parties 
could not agree, by arbitration, each 
party to choose one man and the two 
thus chosen to select a third, to deter- 
mine the value, and the judgment of 
the three men so selected to be final itn 
the premises. , 

A SETTLED CONTENTION. 

The contention on the part of the city 
of the right to take 
water from the Los Angeles River was 
liméted to 10 inches measured under 4- 
inch pressure was di sed of by the 
Supreme Court of California: by Judge 
Wellborn, and by the Supreme Court of 
the Uniged States adversely to the con- 
tention In the cases alr@ady referred 
to—the Supreme Court of the State say- 
ing: “The words of the contract on 
this subject are simply that the com- 
pony shall not take from the river 
more than 10 inches of water without 
the previous consent’ of the city: there 
is nothing in the contract about ‘4-inch 
pressure, nor is there any intimation 
es to what the parties meant by ‘10 
inches’ of water. But, looking ut the 
context and the subject matter of the 
contract, it is quite evident that the 
enetiee did not mean only 10 tnches un- 

er a 4-fnch pressure. If that had been 
the meaning there would have been no 
sense fn the other important covenants. 
At the time of the contract it would

that amount was necessary to supply

do so thereunder, and has continued to 
perform those obligations ever since 
the expiration of the thirty-year period.

“WITHOUT MERIT.* 


It ought not to be necessarh to cite 
decisions to show that this, contention 
is wholly without merit. It is a self- 
evident proposition that it takes at 
least two parties to make a contract, 
and it is equally plain that as long as 
it exists at all, all parties are 
by its provisions. The fact that one of 
them is a municipal corporation in no 
manner alters the case. In Meyer vs. 
Brown, 65 Cal. 589, the court sald: “It 
is well occasionally to recall the fact 
that there is no more reason to permit 
a municipal government to repudiate 
its solemn obligations entered into 
for value, than there is to permit an 
individual to do so. Good faith and 
fair dealing should be exacted of the 
one equally with the other.” (See also 
Zabriskie vs. Rallroad Co., 23 How. 
400: Walla Walla vs. Walla Walla W. 
Co., 172 U.S, 1; Ill. Trust and Sav. Bank 
vs. City of Arkansas City, 76 Fed. Rep.) 
293: Bates v. Porter, 74 Cal., 224. 

As has been said, it was settled by 
the Supreme Court of the State in the 
suit between the complainant and the 
city that the company is not bound to 
surrender the property in question un- 
til it te paid for the improvements, but 
is entitled, until payment is made or 
tendered, to remain in the exclusive 
possession thereof. notwithstanding the 
expiration of the thirty-year period. 
This, of course, can only be because 
the contract secures it in.that right. 
A similar ruling was made by the Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals for the Eight 
Circuit in a case quite similar to the 
present one, entitled National Water- 
works Co. ys. Kaneas City, reported in 
62 Fed. Rep., £53. There a contract had 
been entered into between the water 
company and the city by virtue of an 
ordinance adopted by the city pursuant 
to an act of the Legislature of the 
State, which, among other things, em- 
powered the city to grant to any per- 
son or persons or any corporation the 
right to erect and operate waterworks 
described in the act, and to accomplish 
that purpose on such terms and condi- 
tions as might be agreed on in a con- 
tract therefor, with certain provisions 
in respect to the approval of the ordi- 
nance by two-thirds of the qualified 


_@lectors of the city and with the pro- 


vision that “No grant so made shall 
confer the right to operate waterworks 
for any period beyond twenty years 
from the time of approval of the ordi- 
nance as eforesaid, but the grant may 
be renewed by or pursuant to ordi- 
nance approved as afbdresaid during 
the last of such twenty years for an- 
other term not exceeding twenty years 
on terms and conditions specified in 
the Ordinance for the renewal of the 
grant,” and with the further provision, 
among other things, “That at the ex- 
piration of the twenty ——. if the 
grant be not renewed, the city shall 
purchase and become sole owner of 
such waterworks as aforesaid, and pay 
therefore a price upon by the 
parties or ascertained as they may 
agree, or, if the price cannot be thus 
fixed, then the city shall pay the fair 
and equitable value of the . whole 
works, to be ascertained by a court 
on the petition of efther. party filed for 
the purpose."" The contract sued on 
was made under and by virtue of an 
ordinance passed pursuant to that 
statute. The Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Mr. Justice Brewer delivering the opin- 
ion, said, among other things: 
A PRECEDENT. 

“The act of 1873 provided ‘that at the 
expiration of the twenty years, if the 
grant be ‘not renewed. the city shall 
purchase." (The ordinance passed in 
pursuance of that act, and in effect the 
contract under which the works were 
created, provided that on a fatlure to 
renew the grant at the expiration of 
twenty years ‘the city shall then be re- 
quired to purchase." There has been 
no renewal of the grant. The twenty 
years have elapsed. The imperative 
voice of the act and the ordinance fs 
that the city ‘shall purchase.’ This is 
not an incidental, directory, or subor- 
dinate provision, but one mandatory. 
vital and controlling. The thought of 
the Legislature was that the elty 
should own its waterworks: that. if 
any arrangement was made with a 
corporation for their construction and 
operation, the control and right of 
such company should be temporary, 
and the city should become, willingiy 
or unwillingly, at a certain time the 
owner. The time fixed was at the ex- 


piration of twenty years, with 
a privilege of extention for an- 
other twenty years. This vital, 


mandatory, and controlling provision 
compels a decree that 


We dissent in toto from 
city that at the lapse 
of the twenty years the title to this 
property, with the right of possession, 
passed absolutely to it, without any 
payment or tender of payment, leaving 
only to the company the right to se- 
cure compensation By agreement or 
litigation, as best it could. Much was 
said in arguent of(the relative rights of 
lessor and lessee jto buildings erected 
during the term (of the lease. The 
city and the co y were called li- 
censor and licensee, and it was insisted 
that, as the right to operate was to 
cease nt the expiration of twenty years, 
the relation was equivalent to that of 
lessor and lessee; that full title and 
right of possession passed instantly to 
the city, leaving all questions of 
amount and time and manner of pay- 
ment to be. subsequently determined. 
Much was said, too, about the rule of 
construction of ublic grants; that 
rule being that the grants are to be 
construed favorably to the public, and 
unfavorably to the grantee. It Is un- 
necessary to attempt to define the pe- 
cullar quality of the title held by the 
company, nor do we question the rule 
of construction of public grants: but 
all contracts involving property rights 
and obligations between municipalities 


The presented shewsej.and individuals must be presumed to 
that, notwithstanding the expiration of ; be 


upon and to recognize the 
ordinary laws of business transactions, 
and, if any departure therefrom is 
contemplated. such departure must be 
clearly manifested. Now, the familiar 
and ordinary law of business transac- 
tions is that he who pares with title 
receives, at the time, payment. In 
other words, payment of price ond 
transfer of property are contempor- 
aneous and concurrent acts. When it 
is affirmed that a contract. made by a 
municipality contemplates that he 
whose money builds and _ constructe, 
and therefore establishes title to, 
property, shall surrender his title and 
possession without payment, or even 
the amount thereof determined, the 
language compelling such a construc- 
tion must be clear and imperative. 
There is no such language in either the 

the ordinance. While it is true

nas the act provides that no grant so 
made shall confer the right to operate 
the waterworks for any period beyond 
twenty years, yet such provision is no 
more imperative than the one that at 
the expiration of the twenty years the 
city shall purchase and pay therefor. 
If the city fails to purchase and pay, 
it acquires no title, no right of posses- 
sion, to the property of the waterworks. 
There is no language which would 
justify the court in saying that it is 
clearly expressed that the purpose of 
this contract and the thought of the 
Legisiature were to vest the title and 
right of possession in the city at the 
end of twenty years, leaving to future 
litigation the fixing of the amount and 
the enforcing of the act of payment. 
If at the expiration of the twenty_years 
in payment for the property, an am 

admitted or found to be ‘the fair and 
equitable value,’ doubtless the right of 


the city to the n and future 
earnings would have immediately ac- 
crued, and the present decree would 


have been based upon such transfer of 
right. but no such tender was made. 
In eo far, therefore, as the decree of 
the Cireuit Court attempted to transfer 
the title and the n to the city 
before payment, we are ‘s to 
hold that it was erroneous. 
WHAT SHALL IT DO? 

The complainant here being entitled 
to the exclusive porsession and control 
of the property, as was explicitly ad- 
judged in the former case between it 
and the city, and that virtue of the 
cointract in question, what is it to do 
with it, except to operate the works? 
And if it operates them, as the city 
itself insists that it is bound to do, 
under what possible terms and condi- 
tions does it do so, except those speci- 
fied in the contract? The city insists 
that the complainant shal] continue 
to keep the works in repair, and it 
does so. It insists that the complain- 
ant must continue to extend its lines 
of pipe as required by the contract, 
and the complainant does so. It in- 
sists that the complainant shall con- 
tinue to erect fire hydrants as de- 
manded by the city, and the complain- 
ant accedes to the demand. It insists 
that the complainant shall continue 
to furnish the city with water for all 
of its municipal rposes e of 
charge, and this the complainant con- 
tinues to do. It insists that the com- 
plainant shall furnish the inhabitants 
of the city with water for domestic 
purposes, and this the complainant 
continues to do. 

To sustain the contention on the part 
of the city that only the burdens im- 
posed upon the complainant by the 
contrect continue and that all rights 
and benefits secured by it thereby 
ended with the expiration of the 30 
years, except the pete by the city 
of whatever may ultimately ascer- 
tained to be the value of the im- 
provements made to the property by 
the complainant and its ecessors, 
would not only violate the first prin- 
ciples of law and equity, but would 
leave the city at liberty at any time 
after July 22, 1898, to grant water to 
another company, with the right to 
establish a competing system of water- 
works for the supply of the city and 
ite inhabitants with water for domes- 
tle and other purposes, which other 
company would be under the protec- 


rge. Suc 

would clearly fall directly within the 
principle the Supreme Court applied 
in refusing to allow the City of Walla 
Walla to build waterworks in 
petition with the Walla Walla Water 
Company, with which it had contract 
rights. 


WALLA WALLA CASE. 

The charter of the City of Walla 
Walla empowered it to provide a suffi- 
client supply of water and to erect and 
maintain waterworks within or with- 
out the city Hmits, or to authorize the 
erection of the same, for the purpose 
of furnishi the city or the inhabit- 
ants thereof with a sufficient supply 
of water, and also to grant the right 
to use the streets of the city for the 
purpose of laying gas or other pipes 
intended to rnish the inhabitants 
thereof with light or water, to any 
person or association of persons for 
a term not exceeding 25 years, provid- 
ea that none of the rights or privi- 
leges thereby granted should be ex- 
clusive nor prevent the council from 
granting the same ts to others. 
The city was also by its charter em- 
powered to condemn and appropriate 
s0 much private property as should 
be necessary for t construction and 
operation of such waterworks and 


to pure or condemn waterworks 
wr erected or which might be 
erected. 


Under that statute the city by ordi- 
nance granted to the water company 
the right to lay and maintain water 
mains, etc. for twenty-five years, re- 
serving to itself the right to maintain 
fire hydronts and to flush sewers dur- 
ing the term without charge. It also 
covenanted not to erect waterworks of 
its own during the life of the contract. 
The contract further provided that it 
should be voidable by the city so far 
os it required the payment of money 
upon. the judgment of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction when there should 
be a substontial failure of the supply 
of water or failure of the company to 
perform its undertaking. The works 
were erected pursuant to the provisions 
of the contract and the company for 
a number of years supplied the requi- 
site water and performed its part of 
the agreement. Then the city passed 
an ordinance to construct its own sys- 
tem of waterworks and to issue bonds 
therefor, when the water company filed 
a. bill to enjoin the city from so doing. 
The court below granted the Injunc- 
tion ond the Supreme Court affirmed 
its judgment, saying in its opinion, 
among other things, “Nor do we think 
the contract objectionable in its stip- 
ulation that the city would not erect 
waterworks of its own during the life 
+ the contract. re was no at- 
tempt made to create a monopoly by 
gronting an exclusive right to this 
company, and the agreement that the 
city would not erect waterworks of 
its own was accompanied, in section 8 
of the contract, with no reservation of 
nm right to take, condemn and pay for 
the witerworks of the compeny at any 
time during the existence of the con- 
tract. Taking sections 7 and & to- 

ther they amount simply to this: 
Tit if the city should desire to es- 
woeterworks of its own, {ft 

ld do so by condemning the prop- 
e of the company and making such 
changes in its plont or such additions 
thereto as it might deem desirable for 
the better supplving of its Inhabitants: 
but that it would not enter into direct 
comnetition with the company during 
the life of the contract. As such com- 
petition would he almost necessrily 
rulnour to the company, it was little 
more than an agreement thet the citv 
wenld carry out the ‘contract tn good 
faith. An agreement cf this kind was 
a neturn! Incident to the motin purpose 
ef the contract, to the power given to 
the city by its charter to provide a sur- 
ficient supply of water and to grant 
the right to use the streets of the city 
for the purpose of laying water’ pipes 
to any.» persons or association of per- 
eons for a term not exceeding twenty- 
five yeors.

The President, in the memorandum 
handed to Chinese Mihister Wu, says: 
“We demand the immediate cessation 
of hostile attacks by imperial troops 
upon the legations, and urge the ex- 
ercise of every power and energy of the 
imperial government for the protection 
of the legations and all foreigners.” 

This is to the point. Now, we hear 
from the French Ambassador at Peking 
that the foreign ministers have been 
informed by th« Chinese government 
that the powers have repeatedly de- 
manded their departure from Peking 
under Chinese escort. This, as your 
most estimable paper says, “plainly re- 
veals the duplicity of the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and shows that it is not to be 
trusted, and that the relief of Peking 
must be effected, if at all, by the in- 
ternational forces.” 

During the Anglo-French war agai 
China in 186, Anglo-French plenipo- 


tentiaries, under. a flag of truce, were long 


sent from Tang-Tcheon to confer with 
the Chinese authorities. They were am- 
buscaded and captured, together with 
twenty-five soldiers of the escort, twen- 
ty-one English and four French, 

The Chinese government disclaimed 
having taken any part in the capture 
of plenipotentiaries and escort. The 
demand for their return proving of no 
avail, orders were given to the allied 
armies to march on Peking, and it 
was only when under the fortified walis 
of the capital city that the government 
of China decided to and did return the 


those plenipotentiaries 
were: For the French, Intendant Du- 
but, Col. Foullion de Grand Champs; 
Officers A and Gagny; Rev. Duluc, 
interpreter, M. De Lauture (aiso in- 
terpreter;) Count de Bastard and M. 
De Meritens. For the English: Lieut.- 
Col. Walker, Lieut. Anderson, Mr. 
Bowlly, correspondent of the London 
Times, Messrs. Loch and Parkes. 
All these were ambuscaded and taken 
besides twenty-five soldiers 


escort. 

When the allied armies were under 
the walls of Peking, the Chinese gov- 
ernment, “who had no hand in taking 
these prisoners, and had not been able 
to discern their whereabouts,” handed 
them back to their countrymen. They 
bad been in Peking all the time, pris- 
oners of the imperial government. 

Prince Kong having been sent to ne- 
ynotiate with the commanders of the 

armies as to the return of these 
martyrs to their eountrymen, declared 
the prisoners were in good health and 
were being well treated. On their re- 
turn M. De Lauture appeared to have 
grown shorter He was in a filthy dress 
of a pereant woman. His hands had 
the shape an “S;" they had been 
bound with cords drawn so tight as to 
ves in the skin, and 

when he complained water was thrown 
on these to make them draw 
tighter. What is more horrible, M. De 
Lauture had been’ mutilated in a most 
diabolical manner,.such as would make 
the most cruel American Indian shud-

Within a few days of this they were 
returned and the young mandarin com- 
manding the Chinese escort, said joy- 
ously: “I have them; they are all here!” 
Truly, all were there, even the dead, 
in coffins, so decomposed that they were 
identified only by their clothes. Intend- 
ant Dubut was recognized by his inten- 
dant’s button. The Chinese had taken 
twenty-six English and returned twen- 
tv-six. thirteen alive and thirteen dead. 
Of Thirteen French taken, 
were returned, six alive and seven dead. 

The duplicity of the Chinese govern- 
ment In 1860 is being repeated In 1900. 
Our countrymen will be murdered and 
tortured if they leave Peking .under 
Chinese escort. We must go to them to 
save all or part of them, and if the 
Chinese government is informed that in 
event of harm coming to them we will 
destroy the tombs of the Emperors 
and leave no vestige of the walls of 
Peking, many of the Chinese soldiers

Every American is proud of our able 
Secretary of State but those who know 
China, know that if we were to declare 
war and then tell each Viceroy that 
his official position and life will be for- 
feited unless he refrains from giving 
the Empress any further assistance, the 
war would be more Iikely to come to a 
speedy and happy termination than can 
possibly be the case so long as we con- 
sent to parley. Every note we take 
into consideration is considered a diplo- 
matic success by the Chinese and only 
w we stop official communications 
will we bring the imperial Chinese au- 
thorities to a proper state of fear.
